Company B’s special train pulled 
out of Indianapolis for Terre Haute 
last night at ten minutes till seven 
o’clock 
after 
an 
uneventful 
trip 
from this city. 
Barring 
accidents 
the train should be well into Tenn­ 
essee this afternoon and the arrival 
into Hattiesburg is expected some­ 
time 
tonight. 
The 
company 
will 
likely arrive late tonight or tomor­ 
row morning and 
will 
detrain 
at 
Camp Shel'by in time for breakfast 
Wednesday morning. 
Rush 
county 
mothers 
who be­ 
lieved their sons 
did not take the 
parting seriously should have been 
aboard the special train. 
Many of 
the boys withstood 
the parting or­ 
deal without apparently giving vent 
to their emotions, but there was not 
a single 
member 
of the company 
who was not deeply 
affected and, 
many of the men gave way to their 
feelings before the train passed out 
of the city limits. 
However, by the time they reach­ 
ed Indianapolis everyone of the 147 
men aboard the train was in 
good 
humor and once more looking on 
the bright side of life. 
Before the 
train reached Indianapolis, the box­ 
es prepared 
by the people of 
the 
county were 
distributed 
and 
the 
evening mess 
started. 
There was 
sufficient food in each box for two 
men and to say they appreciated it 
is putting it mildly. Before the meal 
was completed the train pulled into 
the Union 
station 
and 
of course 
there was no more eating until 
the 
train pulled out 
for 
Terre Haute. 
The troops 
crowded 
the 
windows 
looking for friends, 
but their ar­ 
rival had not 
been previously an 
nounced, and besides the train stood 
on the last track at the sputh end 
of the station. 
A supply car 
equipped 
with 
a 
small coal range and enough ration 
for seven days 
was added to the 
train at Indianapolis. 
Capt. Harvey 
B. Stout of the supply company had 
charge of the car and turned it over 
to Capt. Kiplinger. 
At Terre Haute 
the supply /*ar 
was 
placed in the 
center of the train and this morning 
the men were assured a cup of hot 
coffee for breakfast. In addition to 
provisions several 
boxes 
of shoes 
were sent along for the men. 
When 
the train pulled out of Indianapolis 
it consisted 
of four sleeping cars 
and two baggage cars. 
From lildianapolis to Terre Haute 
‘the trip 
was made 
over 
the Big 
Four ronte. At Terre Haute the C. 
& E. I. picked up the train and at 
Evansville 
the Illinois Central took 
♦he train.

The company officers were highly 
pleased with the equipment obtained 
by the C. I. & W.

•With the French Armies, Aug. 21 
—The greatest battle of the world 
war was being fought today. . 
From sea coast to the Swiss bor 
der—over 
435 
miles—the 
allied 
forces 
were 
fighting a practical 
continuous offensive. The great bat­ 
tle started the offensive in Flander, 
then to the British offensive at Lens, 
thence to the French attack around 
St. Quentin, then to the French of­ 
fensive 
at 
the 
Ladies 
Highway, 
Verdun and concluded with 
heavy 
artillery fighting in Alsace and Lor­ 
raine down to Switzerland. 
The western front has never seen 
such an extensive battle. 
Nor has 
the allies’ superiority been so as 
serted. 
With three months more of fight­ 
ing weather this 
year 
Germany’s 
hold on the west front may become 
precarious 
before winter. 
Perfect 
suit of underwea r and a pair 
of 
the French and English attack. The 
attacks have been so arranged as to 
convert all the 
fighting into 
one 
great battle. 
The combined British, French and 
German 
artillery brought into the 
play of death is probab$ the great­ 
est concentration of weapons for a 
single attack the whole war has yet 
vseen.

England, France, Belgium pnd Italy 


Join

R U S S IA

London, 
August 
21.—England, 
France, Belgium 
and Italy joined 
today in the most powerful concert­

Food Administration Issues State­ 
ment Showing How World Supply 


Is Being Exhausted 


HOGS DROP TEN TO

More Is Needed To Supply Armies 
And Both Men And Women War- 
Workers In Europe

OTHER GRAIN CHANGES LITTLE 


Washington, Au g. 21.—The new 
food administration issu ed a state­ 
ment today , showing the greater de­ 
mands made on the meat su pply by 
the war and the gradu al decrease, 
of the su pply . 
“A total decrease,” the statement 
say s,” of 115 ,005 ,000 in the world's 
meat produ cing animals is shown in 
a 
comparison 
of present 
pre-war 
conditions. While the 
increase 
of 
cattle 
in the U. S. was 
7 ,09 0,000 
du ring this period, the total world 
decrease 
was 
28 ,08 0,000. 
Sheep 
decreased 3,000,000 
in the United 
States and 5 4,5 00,000 in the world. 
Hogs increased 6 ,27 5 ,000 in the I . 
S. bu t decreased 32,425 ,000 in the 
world su pply . 
“The demands made by the war on 
the American meat su pply is fu rther 
shown in the growth of ou r meat ex ­ 
ports for the y ear ending Ju ne 30, 
19 10, 
which 
were 
1,339 ,19 3,000 
pou nds as compared with 49 3,8 48 ,- 
000 pou nds for a 3-y ear pre-w>tr 
av erage. 
These ex ports hav e chief­ 
ly gone to ou r Allies, whose capital 
stock of animals h*as decreased by 
33,000,000 heads. 
“Althou gh the Eu ropean cou ntries 
hav e drastically redu ced meat con­ 
su mption among non-war workers, 
this sav ing has been ov ercome by 
su pply men in the armies and shops, 
and the women who hav e taken u p 
phy sical labor. 
This demand has 
been so great that Eu rope has been 
Cating its herds at an alarming rate, 
and this condition will continu e to 
grow worse each day as 
war pro­ 
gresses. This is a problem that Am­ 
erica mu st meet, not only du ring the 
war, bu t after it has ended. 
“Owing to (he ascending standard 
of liv ing, the 
world was 
already 
strained to su pply enou gh animal 
produ cts to meet the demand before 
the war began. 
The war has inject­ 
ed into an already difficu lt situ ation 
a 
nu mber of 
v ic’iou s 
conditions 
which are jeopardizing the u ltimate 
animal produ cts su pply of the world. 
The produ ction of fodder in Eu rope 
has been diminished by the div ersion 
o»f produ ctiv e labor to war, and its 
import has been cu rtailed by short­ 
age in shipping and by the isolation 
of markets 
by 
belligerent 
lines. 
From these cau ses not only are the 
actu al nu mbers of animals decreas­ 
ing in 
Eu rope, 
bu t the 
av erage 
weight and the annu al ou tpu t 
of 
dairy produ cts per animal are de­ 
creasing. 
“The men in the armies, the men 
engaged in the shops, and the mill­ 
ions of women forced to phy sical 
labor, hav e requ ired a greatly in­ 
creased su pply of animal produ cts. 
M'illions of indiv idu als to whom fresh 
meat twice a week was a lu x u ry , are 
now, by necessity of their ex treme 
phy sical labor, eating it twice daily . 
The su pply of wool and leather has 
.decreased in a period when 
there 
are additional demands, for the ex ­ 
tra- amou nt o'f 
normal 
clothing 
requ ired for the soldiers 
mu st be 
met. 
All Eu ropean cou ntries hav e 
drastically redu ced the consu mption 
of meat and clothing among the non­ 
war workers to a point that wou ld 
seem impossible to the 
American 
people, bu t despite this, the actu al 
meat, fat, wool, and leather con­ 
su mption in the Allied cou ntries has 
increased as a resu lt of the war. 
Under the pressu re of these forces, 
Eu rope has been eating into its herds 
and flocks, and thu s is bu rning the 
candle at both ends. 
“These v iciou s forces accmu late 
impetu s as the war goes on, for with 
a 
diminished 
herd 
and

diminished produ ction and a eon- • 
tiiiu o'i- demand, the inroads

belief of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, based on re­ 
ports just received from crop cor­ 
respondents in Illinois, Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky, Iowa and 
Missouri. 
These 
States are typical of the great sur­ 
plus white-corn producing region of 
;he United States, the department 
declares, and their conditions indi­ 
cate conditions throughout the com- 
aroducing area. 
The investigations 
disclosed that farmers are holding 
only enough corn to insure their seed 
supply for next spring and to pro­ 
ject their live stock feeding interests 
until the production of a sufficient 
supply from the present crop is as 
sured; and that the stocks in their 
hands are much lower than normally 
Among the conditions making for 
high corn prices, according to-the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
are 
shortage of the 
1916 crop and the 
carry-over from 1915, increased ex­ 
ports, increase in the general level 
of prices, and the increased numbers 
of liv# stock 
on farms. 
The 1916 
corn crop, it is 
pointed 
out, 
was 
400,000,000 bushels 
short 
of 
the 
1915 crop, and stocks on farms on 
March 
1, 1917, 
were 
300,000,000 
bushels short of the stocks on farms 
on the same date the preceding year. 
The exports of corn in the year end­ 
ed June 30, 1917, were approximate­ 
ly 70 per cent greater than in 
the 
preceding year 
and 
about 
seven 
times greater than in the year ended 
June 30, 1914, the year preceding 
the war. The general level of prices, 
it 
is pointed 
out, 
has 
increased 
greatly during the last year, espec­ 
ially 
as regards 
foodstuffs. 
Live 
stock in the United States has in­ 
creased about three million head in 
the past three 
years,

Food Administration 
Issues State- 


ment Showing How World Supply 


Is Being Exhausted 


GREATER DEMANDS ARE MADE 


More Is Needed To Supply Armies 


And Both Men And Women War- , 


Workers In Europe 


Washington, Aug. 21.—The new 


food administration issued a state- 
ment today, showing the greater de- 
mands made on the meat supply by 
the war and the gradual decrease, 
of the supply. 


"A total decrease," the statement 


says," of 115,005,000 in the world's 
meat producing animals is shown in 
a 
comparison of present 
pre-war 


conditions. While the 
increase 
of 


cattle 
in the U. S. was 7,090,000 


during this period, the total world 
decrease 
was 
28,080,000. 
Sheep 


decreased 3,000,000 
in the United 


States and 54,500,000 in the world. 
Hogs increased 6,275,000 in the I 
S. but decreased 32,425,000 in the 
world supply. 


"The demands made by the war on 


the American meat supply is further 
shown in the growth of our meat ex- 
ports for the year ending June 30, 
1910, 
which 
were 
1,339,193,000 


pounds as compared with 493,848,- 
000 pounds for a 3-year pre-\v»ii 
average. These exports have chief- 
ly gone to our Allies, whose capita! 
stock of animals has decreased by 
33,000,000 heads. 


"Although the European countries 


have drastically reduced meat con- 
sumption among non-war workers, 
this saving has been overcome by 
supply men in the armies and shops, 
and the women who have taken up 
physical labor. 
This deman'rl has 


been so great that Europe has been 
gating its herds at an alarming rate, 
and this condition will continue to 
grow worse each day as 
war pro- 


gresses. This is a problem th;it Am- 
erica must meet, not only during the 
war, but after it has ended. 


"Owing to the ascending standard 


of living, the 
world was 
already 


strained to supply enough animal 
products to meet the demand before 
the war began. The war has inject- 
ed into an already difficult situation 
a 
number of 
vicious 
conditions 


which are jeopardizing the ultimate 
animal products supply of the world. 
The production of fodder in Europe 
has been diminished fay the diversion 
of productive laibor to war. and its 
import has been curtailed by short- 
age in shipping- and-by the isolation 
of markets 
by 
belligerent 
lines. 


From these causes not only are the 
actual numbers of animals decreas- 
ing in 
Europe, 
but the 
average 


weight and the annual output 
of 


da'iry products per animal are de- 
creasing. 


"The men in the armies, the men 


engaged in the shops, and the mill- 
ions of women forced to physical 
laibor, have required a 'greatly in- 
creased supply of animal products. 
Millions of individuals to whom fresh 
meat twice a week was a luxury, are 
now, .by necessity of their extreme 
physical labor, eating it twice daily. 
The supply of wool and leather has 
decreased in a period when 
there 


are additional demands, for the ex- 
tra • amount of 
normal 
clothing 


required for the soldiers 
must be 


met. 
All European countries have 


drastically reduced the consumption 
of meat and clothing among the non- 
war workers to a point that would 
seem impossible to the 
American 


people, 'but despite this, the actual 
meat, fat, wool, and leather con- 
sumption in the Allied countries has 
increased as a result of the war. 
Under the pressure of these forces, 
Europe has been eating into its herds 
and flocks, and thus is 'burning the 
candle at both ends.

That the 
unpreceetentedly 
high 


price of com is not due to abnormal 
holding of supplies by farmers is the 
belief of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, based on re- 
ports just received from crop cor- 
respondents in Illinois, Ohio, Ken- 
tneky, Iowa and Missouri. 
These 


States are typical of the great sur- 
plus •white-corn producing region of 
the United States, the department 
declares, and their conditions indi- 
ate conditions throughout the corn- 


producing area, The investigations 
disclosed that farmers are holding 
only enough corn to insure their seed 
supply for next spring and to pro- 
;ect their live stock feeding interests 
until the - production of a sufficient 
supply from the present crop is as- 
sured; and that the stocks in their 
lands are much lower than normally. 


Among the conditions making for 


(ugh corn prices, according to;the 
Department 
of Agriculture, are 


shortage of the 1916 crop and the 
arry^over from 1915, increased ex- 
sorts, increase in the general level 
of prices, and the increased numbers 
of liv» stock on farms. 
The 1916 


corn crop, it is pointed out, was 
400,000,000 bushels short of the 
1915 crop, and stocks on farms on 
March 1, 1917, 
were 300,000,000 


bushels short of the stocks on farms 
on the same date the preceding yeai'. 
The exports of corn in the year end- 
ed June 30, 1917, were approximate- 
ly 70 per cent greater than in the 
preceding year and about seven 
rimes greater than in the year ended 
June 30, 1914, the year preceding 
the war. The general level of prices, 
it is pointed out, has 
increased 


greatly during the last year, espec- 
ially as regards foodstuffs. 
Live 


stock in the United States has in- 
(Creased about three million head in 
the past three years, statistics of 
the department show, and so has 
helped to increase 
the demand for 


corn for feeding purposes. 


With short corn stocks, the de- 


partment's reports point to tie har- 
highest corn 
prices 
are naturally 


being reached just before the ma-

crop, when 
the 


shortage is most marked. The de- 
partment's reports joint to_ the har- 
vesting of a large -crop of corn this 
year provided climatic conditions 
are favorable .during the remainder 
of the season":
